ununneee---- Big news this week is not good, at least for residents of one Upper Peninsula 
Of Michigan town. WMBY-1340/FH-93.5 was destroyed by fire. (1450, no? -ERC) ‘he fire was 
discovered at this station (licensed to Newberry, Mich.) 90 minutes after s off on 12/23. 
This leaves the Luce County area without local radio service, & there is no indication when 
WMBY might go back on. Ironically, WNBY had just been sold, subject to FCC approval, two 
weeks before the fire. Its owner had to sell, as he is terminally 411. It's a jungle de- 
partment: On his 12/26 broadcast, evangelist Jimay Swaggart mentioned he will be starting a 
50kw aM station in Guatemala. He mentioned the frequency as 800Kiz. Question: Won't this 
mess up Bonaire, which is also a "missionary" station? Or did I read somewhere that TWRis 


off the job a few days before Christmas in a dispute with the owner. Also the FCC will be 
breaking down the frequencies dominated for some 60 years by the class 1A clear channel sta- 
tions. ‘Thess stations (like WBZ, WON, WIAS, etc.) will be protected from interference only 
within a 750 mile radius of their XR, with new stations to be set up outside that radius. 
According to UPI, the FCC said the new stations will be in the "200-500w range". Whether 
the 1A's will be required to go directional at night was not indicated. FCC Chairman Ferris 
estimated sbout 125 new stations will be accomodated on these frequencies, although in my 
opinion, many will probably be current daytimers who change frequency in order to go AN. It 
might be a loooong court fight over this by the 1A's, though. In any case, you can throw 
superpower out the window. In the matter of AM stereo, it looks like it's not as imminent 
as it seemed. It appears the NARBA Treaty may have to be partially re-negotiated to allow 
aM stereo, as current rules do not allow a miltiplexing of AM signals, as would be the case 
with some of the AM stereo systems under p sal. Finally, WKJR's sister station, WKPR- 
1420, currently a tkw daytimer, has filed w, the FCC to be allowed to go Skw fulltime, DA-2. 
(U-4% . ERC) Even the consul ting engineer says there's only about a 50-50chance of that ap- 
plication being accepted by the FCC, though, due to WGRD-1410 in @rand Rapids during the day,

Summer's tongue-twisting, one hen, two ducks, three squawking geese routine was the envy of 
every potential DJ. Dick Summer left WBZ and returned to his home town, New York, to take 
on new listeners, this time on FM at WPLJ (WABC's frequency modulated sister station). After 
a short stint he moved on the WNBC-AM returning to tke all-night shift. In the interim he 
has written poetry books and even set some of his poems to music, releasing it as an album. 
With WNBC presently in a state of flux, switching format, Dick Summer is off the air, howev- 
er. He can be heard on various commercials doing voice-overs. Summer was fond of paradies. 
He once spent a whole summer explaining to audiences that the Evil Earl of Sandwish got his 
idea for tasty delight which bears his name shouldactually be called a Shrewsbury after its 
rightful inventor.
